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The Issue of the Lusitania 


HE question of the Lusitania is 

whether anything can be wrong 
which Germany at any, time thinks 
necessary to success. By the usages 
of international law it is a crime to 
sink merchant or passenger ships with- 
out taking off their crews and passen- 
gers. In defiance of this rule, a Ger- 
man submarine, acting under govern- 
ment orders, sank the Lusitania. Over 
twelve hundred lives were lost, includ- 
ing many women and children and 
more than a hundred citizens of the 
United States. That happened on May 
7th, a year ago. 

Our government did not break at 
once with Germany, but informed the 
German government that it would be 
held to strict accountability for this 
proceeding. It has been holding it to 
strict accountability ever since. It has 
exchanged notes with the German for- 
eign office, and then more notes. Ger- 
many partially agreed to abate her pi- 
ratical enterprises and conform to the 
rules of international law in warfare, 
but she has not kept her word. Her 
promises and professions, as our Presi- 
dent told Congress, have “in fact con- 
stituted no check at all on the destruc- 
tion of ships of every sort.” Again 
and again, as Mr. Wilson said, the 
German government has given our 
government its solemn assurances that 
at least passenger ships would not be 
destroyed with their passengers and 
crews aboard, “and yet it has again 
and again permitted its undersea com- 
manders to disregard these assurances 
with entire impunity.” 

Our people have been patient, with a 
patience that calls rather for explana- 
tion than for praise. Ten or twelve 
millions of us are of German deriva- 
tion and swayed by German sympa- 
thies. Of the rest, a serious proportion 
were opposed to war on any grounds, 
except in resistance to invasion. There 
remained, doubtless, a large majority 
ready, and more than ready, to support 
the government with all their energies, 
but bound to wait until the govern- 
ment’s position was defined and they 
were called upon to back it. Month 
after month of negotiation passed, un- 
til the issue began to grow faint, and 
in the minds of those who felt it to be 
vital the fear began to stir that our

case would be lost by default. Then 
there began a defection from Mr. Wil- 
son. In despair of his meeting the 
situation those of his supporters who 
wanted something done began to look 
about to see who else there might be 
to turn to. Still there are those who 
doubt that he has it in him to act with 
due vigor in a great world crisis. 
Nevertheless, his stand for military 
preparation, late as it was in coming, 
was right and was welcomed; his 


speech to Congress and his note to Ger- 
many on April 1oth were admirable, 
and it may be that the patience of his 
backers is to be rewarded by seeing 
him come finally and powerfully to 
the scratch. 

So far as words go, he has come al- 
ready. Our position could hardly have 
been better put than he put it in his 
speech of April roth. Germany may 
back down, suspend her piratical war- 
fare, make amends, stay good in one

detail, and keep the diplomatic doors 
open in Washington and Berlin. It is 
possible, if the German government 
dare do it. 

The trouble is that the sinking of the 
Lusitania, the Arabic, the Sussex, was 
of a piece with the whole German plan 
of world war, frightfulness and world 
domination. The whole scheme was 
atrocious, a plan based on worse than 
pagan morals; a deadly and ruthless 
ambition to crush the other nations by 
any means into conformity with the 
insane Teutonic purpose. To abandon 
her abominable submarine warfare 
against merchant ships is virtually for 
Germany to confess that she can never 
realize her undertaking. It would be 
admission that the wheels of her por- 
tentous machine are thrashing and 
rattling, and that the whole dia- 
bolical mechanism is on the eve of 
collapse. 

But the alternative is not much bet- 
ter. It is to put the conscience and the 
vast resources of the United States 


frankly on the Allies’ side, where virtu- 
ally they have been all the time, and 
where rightfully they belong. 

Germany is fighting two Gettysburgs 
at once, one at Verdun and one at 
Washington. It is the hope of civiliza- 
tion that she will lose them both. Our 
government declares that to sink the 
Lusitania was a crime. If Germany 
admits it she is self-condemned. If 
she denies it it devolves upon these 
States to insure her condemnation.

The Business of Government Solved at Last 


UCH speculation of late has been hazarded by curious and 

skeptical people as to what a government is for. It seems 
to have been demonstrated that so far as European govern- 
ments are concerned, their busine.; is to manufacture wars. 
The fact that these wars take place at irregular or infrequent 
intervals does not invalidate this basic proposition; because, 
between wars, it naturally takes these governments time to 
recuperate and get ready for the next war. Thus we have 
Bulgaria apparently undergoing a civilizing process for twenty- 
five years On]y in the end to get itself prepared for the next 
war, and we have Germany undergoing a similar process for 
forty years, during which period it deludes the world with a 
progran of Kultur calculated to give people the impression 
that it is advancing—only in the end to prepare for the next 
war. 

But if this is the plain business of the European govern- 
ments, what then is the business of the American government ? 
We think we have discovered, after much anxious search. 

It is to order an inquiry when anything happens. Our duty 
is so plain that it seems ridiculous that George Washington, 
Alexander Hamilton, Thomas Jefferson, Abraham Lincoln and 
a few other ordinary statesmen didn’t discover the recipe. But 
they are all, of course, behind the times. When we are poked 
in the ribs by a foreigner, Secretary Lansing, always on the 
job and sweeping the horizon with his fierce and trusty bin- 
oculars, promptly orders an inquiry. When somebody blows 
up something, it is the business of someone to order an inquiry 
at once. If the steel trust over charges for armor plate, if 
the subway trust robs every citizen of New York in sight, if 
the siege guns don’t work, if our flying machine breaks down, 
or a factory full of working girls burns up, if our National 
Honor—whatever that may be—is basely threatened, then call 
the watch, man the boats, pipe the noble band of peaceful 
civilians in charge to their grape juice and Mellin’s food, and 
order another inquiry. 

How simple!

the war on land, as the 
Tribune sees her, is the 
great disaster of the 
European crisis. “ Brit- 
ish prestige has become 
a byword in the market 
places of the world; De- 
mocracy has failed in 
England as it is failing 
in the United States”—so the Tribune 
says. England has gone to pot, and we 
are ripening very fast to go there, but 
France still lives to be our shining 
example, and Roosevelt is not dead 
yet, nor the Republican party. So we 
may be saved if we repent and make a 
quick turn. 

All that is reading, of course, and 
a part of it is so, but it is rather an 
awful example of what garrulity and 
subsidy can do when they get together. 
One should not be cruel, but it would 
be blithe to see the Tribune set down 
in the street and invited to make a liv- 
ing. It has some varieties of foolish- 
ness which seem incompatible with that 
errand. 

However, there are others who feel 
about England just as the Tribune 
does. Justice Daniel Cohalan, address- 
ing the Friends of Irish Freedom in 
Pittsfield on April 30th, assured them 
that “the central outstanding fact of 
the whole situation is that England is 
beaten in this war.” One of three 


things, he said, she must do: get us into 
the war, fight, or make peace. The 
first she cannot do, he said, because 
the American Irish will prevent it; “ do 
the second she cannot, and to do the 
third means her retirement from the 
rank of first rate powers.” 

Grievous words, but not true. What 
they come to, mainly, is that Eng- 
land and the United States were 
not made in Germany. Happily Jus- 
tice Cohalan does not speak for the 
Irish in the United States, and the 
Tribune is a desperate partisan, for 
whom every success of the present 
administration is a disaster. What 
it would have happen to this country 
is not clear. Democracy, it says, has 
not failed in France “because the na- 
tion has taken over its own leadership 
and the men in office march to the 
command of a people who are facing 
the facts.” But. that is an explanation 
that does not explain. Why France has 
been so splendid in war after being so 
very vulnerable in government is a 
good deal of a mystery to many of us. 
But she had had good military training 
and had some good generals, and after 
all, to have an army was to her a life- 
and-death matter, which, especially 
since 1870, she has never quite dared 
to neglect. Not so with England, whose 
indispensable safeguard was her navy. 
Her first duty was to have a navy, and 
she had one. Without it and without 
her powerful support in men, money, 
munitions and supplies on land and sea, 
France with all her gallantry could not 
have held out, and the Germans would 
have won the war a year ago. 

Scold Great Britain by all means; 
but, oh brethren, try to do it with in- 
telligence. “Beaten in this war” is 





she? You will find, Judge, that she is 
not only unbeaten, but unbeatable. 
Called upon to be all things to all men 
and Nemesis to Germans, she has 
slipped up in some particulars, but she 
is not only going still, but going strong, 
and she is to-day the one unbeatable 
factor in the Allied combination. 

In every belligerent country there has 
been a drastic sifting of men. It is true, 
as the Tribune says, that if we were in 
England’s fix and had to produce a 
big fighting army we should have as 
lively a time of it as England has had, 
or worse. But it is by no means true 
that Great Britain is a dead cock in 
the pit, or that democracy has failed 
in England or is failing in these States. 
It is somewhat groggy, but its head is 
clearing. Bryan did not get world- 
power. On the contrary, he drew 
downfall. That is encouraging, for it 
is quite a drop from being Secretary 
of State to be rejected as a delegate to 
the St. Louis convention. 

As for the Dublin rebellion, it seems 
at this writing to be over, but at no 
slight cost in lives and property, and 
leaving a damaged city behind it. 
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OLONEL HARVEY thinks the 

Roosevelt rocket is now mostly 
stick, and that the Republicans will 
have to nominate Justice Hughes. 

Very well. Judge Hughes is a good 
man and a good citizen. If he has to 
run no doubt he will run. But before 
June 7th our relations with Germany, 
still in the balance at this writing, will 
doubtless be on a more definite footing, 
for better or worse. So also our posi- 
tion in Mexico is likely to be clearer, 
and our prospects there more discern- 
ible, and the existing state of facts in 
Convention week in Chicago will have 
a bearing on the nominations. The 
country wants from the Republican 
convention an alternative and insur- 
ance. It should have a trustworthy 
man to turn to in November if it wants 
a change. If Mr. Roosevelt fails to 
get the Republican nomination his ad- 
mirers may feel again that they must 
nominate him on a third ticket against 
the chance of events that will produce 
in us the heroic mood.

Weekly has been purchased by the 
Independent Corporation and is to be 
incorporated in the Judependent. How 
much of its venerable spirit will still 
survive in this new tabernacle it re- 
mains to see, but the natural inference 
is that the old Weekly is down and out 
at last. 

The World finds in its passing “ fur- 
ther evidence of the American public’s 
present reluctance to support a serious 
political weekly.” We beg to differ. 
Lire is as serious a political weekly as 
Harper’s Weekly has been for the last 
sixteen years, and the American public, 
with some assistance from the rest of 
mankind, supports Lire, Colonel Har- 
vey, who edited the Weekly for about 
ten yearssaimed always to make it po- 
litical, but never more serious than he 
could help.

make Dr. Wilson President. He had 
a lot of fun with it, made an interesting 
paper, and did almost everything he 
should have done, except to make it 
pay. It wasn’t the fault of the Ameri- 
can public that it didn’t pay. It was 
the fault of the management of the 
Weekly. Colonel Harvey might have 
made it pay, but for two things: he 
didn’t know how, and he had too much 
else to do. In order to make a paper 
pay somebody who knows how must 
put his very soul into it, and keep put- 
ting it in, day after day and year after 
year. He must also put in somebody’s 
money, and must have the help of a 
number of other competent persons, 
and especially of a gifted advertising 
manager. It takes a number of pretty 
competent men, working under the in- 
spiration of excellent generalship, to 
make even a weekly political paper go. 
The trouble with the Weekly was that 
never after Mr. Curtis died and the 
Harpers failed was it able to command 
the necessary combination. Its chief 


assets were the talents and character 
that Mr. Curtis and the elder Harpers 
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had put into it. They were very valu- 
able to a man competent to use them. 
In a way they were valuable to Colonel 
Harvey when he used them, and they 
helped him to accomplish the remark- 
able exploit that he did accomplish. 
But as long as the Weekly belonged to 
the reorganized house of Harper & 
Brothers it did not pay for anyone of 
the réquisite energy, character and 
talent (except Colonel Harvey) to put 
his life into making Harper’s Weekly 
live. If the necessary man had been 
found, and had had the necessary back- 
ing, he would have merely been making 
a property that he could not control. 

When the paper was sold to Mr. 
Hapgood there was a chance for it. 
Mr. Hapgood is an able man, and had 
had experience as the editor of Col- 
lier’s, and it was supposed that he had 
it in him to drive Harper’s Weekly up 
the Hill Difficulty and along the road 
it ought to take to public favor and 
prosperity. Instead of which, to the 
consternation of the Weekly’s old 
friends, he took the first turn to the 
left and drove the dear old paper down 
hill. He also tipped her over and 
tipped out most of the old subscribers. 
It is a sad story. 

A successful paper is a combination 
of a man, or several men, and some 
money. If the men cannot do the trick 
or the money gives out too soon, it busts. 
But the necessary man is indispensable. 
No amount of money will make up for 
his absence. The thing must have a 
soul, and a man must furnish it. 

It can no more be argued that Har- 
per’s Weekly perished because of the 
American public’s present reluctance to 
support a serious political weekly than 
to argue that the World was sold to 
Joseph Pulitzer because of New York’s 
reluctance to support a Democratic 
daily. When Pulitzer bought the 
World he went out into the highways 
and hedges and got support for it. The 
feast he spread was in many respects 
shocking, but he filled his tables. 
Doubtless Harper’s Weekly would 
rather have died than be saved by like 
methods, but while Harper’s was going 
down Collier’s was coming up, and it 
came up without any shocks to pro- 
priety. Collier’s had a living to make, 
and it made it. Harper's had a repu- 
tation to sustain, and under Colonel 
Harvey it did, in a way, sustain it. But 
it omitted to make a living. Hence 
these tears, 
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The Season Has Spring Fever 


O better choice, for a farewell offering, than 
“Tf I Were King” could have been made 
by Mr. E. H. Sothern. It was one of his 
most successful plays, in few réles did he 
appear to better advantage than in that of 
Frangois Villon, and there is a tinge of leave- 
taking sadness running through the drama 
which accords well with the idea of a the- 
atrical farewell. The sadness in the present 
case might be deeper on the part of Mr. Sothern’s large 
personal following if the whole public had not been educated 
to be entirely skeptical about all theatrical and operatic fare- 
wells. Mr. Sothern is a comparatively young man, with many 
years of physical vigor still before him, and his public is not 
to be blamed if it hopes that its skepticism proves true. 

“Tf I Were King” wears well. Romance and poetry in the 
right key suffer less from age than realism, and the period and 
environment of the play are as fresh to-day as when it was 
first produced. Although the revival was made for only a fort- 
night’s run, and the greater part of the proceeds are to be 
given to the Actors’ Fund as a graceful appreciation on Mr. 
Sothern’s part of America’s support of his career, the staging 
is handsome and characterized by the same conscientiousness 
in detail that has marked all of Mr. Sothern’s productions. 
His company is well chosen and well rehearsed, with Miss 
Alexandra Carlisle giving a delightful reading of Katherine 
de Vaucelles. Mr. George W. Wilson’s repetition of his orig- 
inal performance of Louis XI is so good that it finds a draw- 
back only in recalling the great impersonation of the same 
character by Irving. 

Whether Mr. Sothern’s retirement proves permanent or tem- 
porary, none of his admirers will regret taking this probably 
last opportunity to see him in the poetic role of Frangois 


Villon,

HE word “ elegant” has been so badly abused 
that it has fallen into disrepute, but it expresses a 
definite idea of a certain quality lacking in Mr. 
Arnold Daly’s presentation of “ Beau Brummell.” 
Brummell himself was not a true aristocrat, but 
it may safely be assumed that he pretended an 

? elegance, even if it was not inborn, which, in 
connection with his tremendous assurance, and in a period 
of easy manners, enabled him to lord it over nobles and 
even royalty itself. Mr. Mansfield did not completely realize 
the character as we know it from contemporary drawing, but 
he at least tinged it with the essential quality which Mr. 
Daly at no point suggests. This is not saying that Mr. 
Daly’s impersonation is not an intelligent one—nothing that 
he does is unintelligent—but Beau Brummell does not fall 
within his range. The same criticism holds true with respect 
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of others in the cast, but if the mighty Beau is not himself 
mighty what does it matter about the rest ? 

“Beau Brummell,” which gave the late Clyde Fitch his 
first success, will probably outlive better plays that he wrote 
later. Like “If I Were King,” it is remote from our time in 
setting, and therefore is not likely to grow old-fashioned. It 
is far from great in writing or construction, but it tells the 
story of an interesting career in a picturesque period, and 
every little while there will be an actor ambitious to personify 
the celebrated actor in real life. 
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ERHAPS the t. b. m. was not 
exactly the target aimed at by 
the author and composer of “ Come to 
Bohemia,” but it is to that valuable 
factor in the theatre-supporting pub- 
lic that the piece will have to look 
for a career. In neither book nor 
vr, Score is it so distinguished that it will 
“ appeal irresistibly to playgoers who 
patronize the girl-and-music shows 
only when there is some especial merit 
or originality in them. 

The present authors have adhered 
esi) closely to a formula so often used 
that even the most devoted pa- 
trons of the girl-and-music form of 
entertainment show signs that they 
are wearying of it. “Come to Bo- 
hemia” has some rather pretty music of a very customary 
sort, it has some kind of a story which, as usual, loses itself 
completely before the final curtain, and the lines and situations 
are not particularly mirth-inspiring. The costumes and scenery 
are glittering, and the chorus girls have been selected with 
even more than usual regard to symmetry and pulchritude. But 
these details have ceased to be enough. Not even the inclusion

Washington’s Pernicious Power Plant 


HE Hon. William G. McAdoo, Secretary of the Treas- 

ury, is the chief champion of the Central Heating, 
Lighting and Power Plant, designed by the Supervising 
Architect of the Treasury, and for which a contract has 
been let. It is to be a big plant with four huge chimney 
stacks. It is planned to put it on the edge of the Potomac 
Park, where it will compete with the Washington and 
Lincoln monuments as a conspicuous object which no eye 
can miss. 

In rgo1 a highly competent and distinguished Art Com- 
mission was appointed by Congress to plan the development 
and beautification of the District and report to Congress. 
The plans it made have since been followed. In I910 a 
new and permanent Commission was created, and Congress 
ordered that when new federal structures were undertaken 
in the District action should not be taken until the Com- 
mission had passed on the plant. 

But the Commission never saw the plans for Secretary 
McAdoo’s Power House until Congress had authorized ir 
and the contract had been let. Then the Commission, hav- 
ing heard of the plans, asked for them, examined them, 
and strongly disapproved them as threatening “a deplorable 
change in the entire aspect of that section of the city” 
(including the two monuments and the Fark) which they 
propose to invade. 

It is now up to Congress to say what shall be done; 
whether the three most conspicuous structures in Wash-

HE Bible leaves many things to sur- 

mise. For example, we are not 
told how Isaac felt when he was re- 
prieved from sacrifice. Was he elated 
or disappointed? If he had made up 
his mind to be sacrificed he may not 
have liked to be balked in it. Common 
feelings are flat after the heroic mood. 
Perhaps it bored Isaac to be let off, 
and made him cross. 

A lot of our fellow Americans have 
been in a posture of that kind about 
the war. They felt profoundly about 
it. They were ready to get in at any 
sacrifice. Some of them would not 
have grumbled if they had been stood 
against a wall and shot by invaders. 
But nothing had been asked of them, 
and they were just naturally sore and 
sour. They thought they had had all 
their feelings for nothing; that the 
country was going to miss its discipline 
and they their training ; that instead of 
a great spiritual uplift they were going 
to get some increase of weight, some 
money-profits and a bad reputation. 
They felt that the Lusitania note fairly 
bound them and laid them on the altar. 
They were not even moderately pleased 
to be lifted off. They had rather, ap- 
parently, that the proceedings had fol- 
lowed the program. 

There is no doubt how Abraham felt 
in his crisis. He was mighty glad to 
be let off. He was ready to sacrifice 
Isaac, but not enthusiastic about it, and 
was profoundly relieved to be per- 
mitted to substitute a ram. His feel- 
ings were natural.
